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Applicant's after final arguments considered, but are respectively not persuasive. 

As for a lip surface, this language in of itself is broad. The claim language says nothing specific of the lip surface itself, other than for the 
location ( opposite traversable sides ), which Applicant has admitted that Kohei teaches ( Page 12 ). Thus, it is proper for Examiner to take 
the position that the contact surface as taught by Kohei can be likened to the lip surface as claimed by Applicant. 

As for Applicant's arguments that Kohei's mouse can be moved only be actuating a manual button, this argument is not persuasive. It is a 
stretch to say the button would HAVE to be actuated in order to move the mouse. Such thinking would seem to make the mouse inoperable 
if the button had to be actuated during movement. It is the Examiner's position that it can be reasonably assumed that Kohei's mouse can 
be operated without actuating the buttons as one with ordinary skill in the art would believe. 

As for the angles of inclination, Examiner was referring to the two angles of Applicant's buttons 129 and 130 as shown in Figure 1. Sorry if it 
was misleading, but that was what the reference was made to, not the inclination of Applicant's common plate 140. 

Examiner appreciates the illustration that Applicant has included of Kohei's mouse, but again, it is a reasonable interpretation that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would make that a mouse can be actuated without depressing the buttons. Regardless, it does provide of a contact 
surface, as stated above, can appropriately be termed as a lip surface, a fairly broad limitation in of itself. 

To summarize, Applicant's argument that Kohei's mouse could not be moved without actuation is respectively considered to not be 
persuasive. 

As for Claim 29 and the molded component, the entire claim is broad and the molded component can be read as the septum 1 1 as 
disclosed by Kohei. Claim 29 has almost none of the limitations as disclosed in Claim 1 , so most of the arguments presented by Applicant 
won't apply to this claim. 
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
